The Wobu am Odor 


There is a huge smokestack in 
North Woburn, constructed backabout 
the days of World War I. The plant for 
which that stack was built has long 
since gone, but there is one monument 
to the industry of a past era that still 
remains for all mankind to see - that 
smokestack. 

It is an enormous thing. It is no 
more enormous, however, than an 
odor which permeats the atmosphere 
from the same vicinity for all the 
world to breath 

From the City of Woburn comes 
that odor, more specifically from 
North Woburn. It has long since earn- 
ed for itself the title of ‘The Woburn 
Odor". One hundred years ago, and 
even before the Civil War there was a 
chemical plant there, and a railroad 
station, known as South Wilmington 
Over the years thousands of men have 
had employment at the Merrimack 
Chemicals, and its predecessors. The 
big action was in World War I, when 
the Allies suddenly needed huge 
supplies of sulpher and other 
chemicals. 

But times changed. New owners took 
over. One was Stauffer Chemicals 
‘There were others. 


owell juveniles escaped injury early Saturday morning when a high-speed chase 
td a spectacular end at Wilmington Ford.

One of those firms was engaged in 
the manufacture of leather. There 
was, it seems, much to hide in that 
business, and that firm did the hiding 

In the soil around the former 
Merrimack Chemical plant was 
buried hundreds upon hundreds of 
hides, for which there was no com- 
mercial use, and the entrails and 
bodies of innumerable animals, most- 
ly dead cows. 

A few years past the firm of 
William D'Annolfo bought that land, - 
saveral hundred acres. IKt had some 
important developments in mind - in- 
dustrial, business and hotelwise. 
Then, after a few millions had been 
spent, the old hides and carcasses 
were discovered. 

Those hides and bodies are the 
source of some terrific odors. There is 
one odor, which is probably that of 
Sulphide gas. Wilmington's Town 
Manager noted it, when he drove 
south, on Route 93. It always occured, 
he noted, as he passed the sign that 
showed the motorist he was entering 
the Town of Wilmington 

It was more than just interesting. 
Sterling Morris investigated closely, 
and determined that the odors did not

Flood plain zoning 
in the works 


Wilmington will soon be surveyed, 
by a Boston firm, for the purpose of 
providing plans for Flood Plain Zon- 
ing, in accordance with the deter- 
minations of the federal government, 
for federal flood insurance. 
Wilmington has a flood plain by-law, 
which was voted several years ago, 
despite much opposition. Since then it 
has been criticized. One former tonw 
engineer said that a hill overlooking 
the Wildcat Railroad was in the flood 
plain zone. 

The new by-law will probably be 
better. The firm of Anderson-Nichols 
of Boston will do the work, under a 
contract from the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD. It is part of a nation-wide plan 
for flood plain insurance. 

Tewksbury recently underwent such 
a rezoning. There was opposition at 
first, but there are now those who sya 
the new flood plain zoning is an im- 
provement.

The order 
was delayed to allow time for 
necessary grading work to be ac- 
complished. 

The Reading selectmen, too, have 
gotten into the act. One of the firms 
that is doing the work for D’Annolfo 
was interviewed in a meeting of the 
Reading selectmen. The contractor 
was aware of the difficulties.

‘Town Manager Sterling Morris, too, 
has been told of the odors. It is not a 
case of just he observing it. It is a 
case of ot hers in Wilmington. 

Mr. Morris, it seems, is now to have 


an opportunity to observe whether or 


not the officials of the Commonwealth 
do act so slowly. «=
